It  is  on  the  hill  where  the  original  town  hall  of  Egremont 
stood,  about  two  miles  north-west  of  the  present  village  of  South 
Egremont.  There  are  no  very  old  stones  left  there,  but  it  does 
contain  the  grave  of  Cant.  Robert  Joyner,  "the  first  Captain  of  the 
Town  of  B^remon t" ,  and  a  number  of  people  from  early  Methodist 
families  of  that  region.
